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Kissinger 
In Critical 
Peace Phase

CAIRO (UPI) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger went 
into the most critical phase of 
his Middle East peace mission 
today after getting the United 
States and Egypt to resume full 
diplomatic relations. 
Kissinger was scheduled to 
fly to Tel Aviv this morning to 
pick up details of an Israeli 
tro^p separation plan for the 
Golan Heights and then relay 
the proposals latir in the day to 
Syria. 
By the time he leaves the 
Syrian capital Saturday, Ris­ 
ing er is expected to know 
whether he has succeeded in 
getting troop pullback talks 
started between Syria, one of 
the hardline Arab states, and 
Israel. 
American officials received 
permission to raise their flag 
over the U.S. Embassy in Cairo 
today for the first time since 
relations 
with 
Egypt 
were 
broken, off during the 1967 
Middle East War. 
The United States and Egypt 
announced the resumption of 
full ties Thursday after a 
meeting between Kissinger and 
Egyptian P r e s i d e n t Anwar 
Sadat. Relations between the 
two nations 
have improved 
since Kissinger helped work out 
anlsraeli-Egyptian troop pull­ 
back accord. 
Sadat praised Kissinger and 
called 
the 
secretary 
‘my 
friend.” He publicly advised 
Syria to work with the U.S. 
diplomat toward achieving a 
troop 
d i s e n g a gem e n t 
agreement. 
The semi-official Cairo news­ 
paper A1 Abram said Kissinger 
and Sadat also reached an 
accord for President Nixon to 
visit Egypt next month. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko., taking part in 
his own Middle East mission at 
the same time as Kissinger’s, 
headed for Egypt today after 
winding up a visit to Syria.

has

reported 
trying to pressure Syria into 
starting troop separation talks 
with Israel and entering the 
Middle East peace talks in 
Geneva.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres- 
ident Nixon Thursday named 
Stanley B. Miller for reappoint­ 
ment for another lour year 
term as U.S. attorney for the 
Southern District of Indiana. 
Miller, 44, has held the posi­ 
tion since Nov. 31, 1969. 


Along with the indictment, 
Watergate special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski handed chief 
U.S. Judge John J. Sirica what 
Jaworski d e s c r i b e d as a 
“sealed report” from the grand 
jury. 
The contents were not dis­ 
closed. but it had been reported 
that the jury intended to make 
a separate report on its views 
of Nixon’s possible role in 
Watergate and its cover-up. 
Although it had been expect­ 
ed that a number of former 
presidential aides would be 
named 
u n i n d icted 
co-con­ 
spirators, none was mentioned 
in the 50-page indictment. 
All seven were named in a 
single indictment. Sirica set 
March 9 for arraignment, at 
the suggestion of Richard Ben- 
Veniste, 
assistant Watergate 
prosecutor. 
Ben-Veniste 
ex­ 
plained that Mitchell, on trial in 
New York, would be unavaila­ 
ble until that date. 
The richly detailed indict­ 
ment, signed by Leon Jaworski, 
capped an exhaustive 20-month 
grand jury investigation and 
w'as believed to represent the 
most comprehensive accusation 
of 
political 
wrongdoing in 
American history. 
The indictment charged that 
all 
seven 
men “unlawfully, 
willfully 
and 
knowingly did 
combine, conspire and agree 
together with each other to 
commit offenses against the 
United 
States, 
to 
wit, 
to 
obstruct justice.” 
Referring to the Watergate 


cover-up 
in the 
conspiracy 
charge the indictment charged 
the seven with using “deceipf, 
craft, trickery and dishonest 
means” to interfere with the 
functions of the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. 
In addition, it charged that 
they conspired to defraud the 
United States by interfering 
with the FBI and Justice 
Department investigations of 
the Watergate case. 
The conspiracy charge also 
alleged that the seven *de- 
s t royed 
docu nients. 
paper s, 
records and objects” relating to 
the investigation. 
The prosecution also charged 
the seven with conspiring to 
make clemency offers to three 
of the seven original Watergate 
defendants, E. Howard Hunt 
Jr., G. Gordon Liddy and 
James W. McCord Jr., as wel 
as to Jeb Stuart Magruder, who 
w'as Nixon’s deputy campaign 
manager. 
There were a number of 
perjury charges, relating to 
testimony the seven men gave 
before the Senate Watergate 
Committee last summer. 
Much of the indictment set 
forth facts already testified to 
publicly before the committee. 
But there was fresh material as 
well—including an 
allegation 
that Mitchell in January, 1973, 
authorized 
the 
promise 
of 
executive clemency be made to 
McCord. 
The crimes mentioned in the 
indictment included conspiracy, 
obstruction of justice, making

Bowen Believes Lugar Campaign 
Can Survive Police Wrong-Doings

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) - 
Governor Bowen believes Indi­ 
anapolis Mayor Richard G. Lu­ 
gar s campaign for the U. S. 
Senate can survive allegations 
of police corruption if he "acts 
vigorously” to correct any 
wrong-doing. 
Highlights of the governor’s 
weekly “Report from the State- 
house’’ program included his 
comments on the U.S. Senate 
race and his expressed hope 
ma x i m um highway speeds—re­ 
duced today to 55 miles per 
hour- may never again go as 
high as they were before the 
gasoline-saving reduction went 
into effect. The governor said 
voluntary reduction in speed 
prior to the mandatory reduc­ 
tion saved 40 lives a month. 
Bowen also predicted that 
Congress may be forced to ban 
busing of school pupils for 
racial balance because of the 
number of states that may take 
the same action Indiana took in 
calling tor a constitutional con­ 
vention Tin the subject. His 
theory is that Congress would 
act before the necessary two- 
thirds of the state legislatures 
had issued such a call 
Bowen answered questions 
from a panel, ot news reporters 
during videotaping of the pro­ 
gram at Station WTTY Thurs­ 
day for presentation throughout 
the state this weekend. 
“ Difficult Problems" 
On the U.S Senate race, the 
Republican governor said lie 
recognizes “Mayor Lugai 
s 
having some difficult problems 
now in his city administration 
Bowen was referring to allega 
tions contained in copyrighted 
articles by the Indianapolis Star 
that some police have taken 
bribes and accepted gifts to al­ 
low prostitution, gambling and 
bootlegging to operate. 
“Mayor Lugar is a very in 
tel!igent man He is a very hon­ 
orable man and he is a man of 
integrity and I know if this is 
going on he is embarrassed and 
I think he will be acting very 
vigorously to correct it.” Bowen 
said. “I think if he acts very 
vigorously to correct it. this will 
be a big plus for him Obviously 
if it isn’t corrected, it can’t be 
a plus factor 
Bowen was asked tor hi- in­ 
terpretation of comments made 
by former Republican state 
chairman and ex-state treasurer 
John K Snyder indicating his 
interest in running for a politi­ 
cal office, including the U. S. 
Senate nomination. 


“I read it just as he said it— 
he is available,” Bowen replied. 
“ I have a lot of respect for 
John. He is a real tiger in poli­ 
tics. He gets things done. I 
think he also stated as long as 
Mayor Lugar is a candidate, he 
would not try to inject himself 
into the picture but I think he 
was trying to tell people in case 
Mayor Lugar finds he does not 
want to continue—here he is— 
he is available.” 
Bowen said that other candi­ 
dates might also seek the U.S. 
Senate nomination against Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., and said, 
“it isn’t all bad. Competition is 
good.” 
No Grace Period 
On the subject of Indiana's 
new mandatory 55 mile an hour 
speed limit, Bowen said there 
would be no grace period in 
arrests.

Joe’s the team was coming off 
of a 0-9 season, I kept that 
record intact,” he laughed.

Nixon Siding 
With Companies 
Says Sen. Bayh 


FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UP!) — 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., today 
accused the Nixon administra­ 
tion of siding with the oil com­ 
panies at the expense of gaso­ 
line dealers. 
“It is to the continuing dis­ 
oil companies the administra­ 
tion that every time the energy 
crisis has required choosing be­ 
tween the interests of the small 
businessmen who operate retail 
gasoline stations and the major 
oil companies the adminiszra- 
tion has chosen the side of the 
oil companies," Bayh caid in a 
statement. 
Bayh, here for a meeting 
with area service station opera­ 
tors, said the major oil com­ 
panies “are reaping record 
profits, but service station oper­ 
ators have to threaten a shut­ 
down to get a penny or two 
additional markup in the face of 
declining volume." 
“American consumers realize 
the sharply higher price they 
are paying for gasoline is not 
going to the neighborhood serv­ 
ice station,” Bayh said. “I am 
satisfied that those consumers 
would not begrudge their local 
retailer that penny or two which 
is necessary to maintain enough 
income to meet fixed costs.” 
Bayh at Tell City Thursday 
said the Nixon administration 
“has shown remarkable con­ 
tempt for the well-being of 
senior citizens.” 
Bayh cited a number of 
Nixon administration positions 
which affect the elderly, includ­ 
ing social security and medi­ 
care. 
“The evidence is dear. Senior 
citizens have a tow priority in 
this administration and the 
neglect oí older Americans is 
shameful," Bayh said during a 
visit to a senior citizen high 
rise housing facility in Tell 
City.

The other three were indicted 
only for conspiracy. 
Haldeman was Nixon’s right 
hand man as White House chief 
of staff and Ehrlichman was 
the President’s chief domestic 
adviser. When they resigned as 
Watergate engulfed the White 
House last April 30, Nixon 
described them as “two of my 
closest friends and most trusted 
advisers...two of the finest 
public servants it has been my 
priviledge to know.”

* Much credit has been given the highway 
department, the sheriffs office, the police 
department, the city council, the Mayor, etc. 
but little has been said about the faithful 
mailman who delivered the mail during the 
weeks of snow, ice and sleet. 
There are six letter routes in Rushville and 
six regular letter carriers with others on call 
who can substitute for them. There are seven 
rural routes. There is an old slogan that Is apt 
to come up in such icy weather such as 
“neither snow nor rain"... a motto that was 
originally identified with the pony express 
and has recently been associated with the U. 
S. Mail. 
This is not an official slogan of the U.S. 
Postal Service. It is carved In stone 
stretching 280 feet across the Eighth Avenue 
side of the New York General Post Office 
which was opened 60 years ago. 
The actual inscription reads “neither snow 
or rain nor heat nor gloom, of night stays 
these couriers from the swift completion of 
their appointed rounds.” 
This is not an original American slogan. It 
is a translation from the original writings of 
Herodotus, a Greek historian who lived in the 
fifth century B.C. 
He was describing the wars between the 
Greeks and the Persians and referred to the 
faithfulness with which the Persian mounted 
postal couriers performed their work. 
This story is credited to President Harry 
Truman who was known for his directness of 
speech. When questioned as to what the 
postal motto meant he said, “It means they 
deliver mail in the wintertime.” 
•There is to be an Increase in postal rates 
beginning March 2 according to our Post­ 
master Franklin Mcllwain. Letter rates will 
go to 10-cents, air mail stamped letters 
13-cents, and postal cards will be 8-cents, the 
present cost of mailing a letter. 
Commemorative stamps are issued from 
time to time and Mr. Mcllwain said that this 
year there would be seven or eight issues that 
he knew of. Sometimes a commemorative 
comes unannounced. For a collector, the 
important purchase is to buy the block of four 
stamps in the corner that includes the 
number of the block. 
The Post Office sells beginning albums for 
stamp collectors. These cost $2 each. They 
also sell a mint set which contains each 
stamp issued in 1973 and are covered with 
plastic for preservation. These sets have been 
issued each year since 1971. 
A perfect gift for a child is a stamp book 
with stories connected with each stamp issue. 
This brings the history of the postal 
department and their selection of yearly 
commemorative and regular stamps up to 
date with the story behind each. The book 
also gives the present day value of each 
stamp and the book costs $2 and can be 
purchased at our local Post Office.

But Pilate 
was not seeking an answer. He did not even 
wait for one. He preferred not to have his 
mind cluttered with answers contrary to his 
own opinions and desires. Truth might 
prevent his disposing of an unpleasant 
situation in the most convenient way possible. 
And this was the way Pilate usually handled 
things. 
People today still address God with the 
question, “What is truth? What is the right 
thing for me to do?” But they really don't 
desire an answer from God. They throw 
questions at God while they run off in a dark 
place and accept just about any answer that 
comes along. And try to convince them that it 
is not the right answer! 
Truth will disturb our way of life. It would 
rob us of our prejudices. It would knock down 
our cheap idols. We may have the truth, or it 
is possible that God will let us supply our own 
answers.

1942 — Two dynamic 
guards, Don Ritter and Lloyd Miller, led 
Aurora to a comparatively easy regional 
championship. 1941 — Surviving a tough 
battle given them by an inspired Connersville 
team, Rushviile’s Lions had little trouble 
defeating Aurora, 47 to 34, in the regional 
finals. 1940 — Rushville’s powerful Lions 
steamrolled Lawrenceburg, 54-35, in the final 
tilt to cop the tournament after the Lions 
were given a scare by Batesville in the first 
afternoon game. 1939 — a dark-horse Aurora 
team turned out to be the class of the 
regional. 1938 — The smallest crowds in local 
regional history turned out for this meet 
which was won by Rushville. 1937 — North 
Vernon won the regional by nosing out 
Rushville 24-22, in the final game. 1936 — In 
the afternoon games Rushville crushed 
Milan, 47-13, and Connersville had a tough 
time to win from Aurora, 30-25, but the 
Spartans swarmed all over Rushville in the 
finals, 43-19. 1935 — It was Rushville all the 
way this year. 1933 — Connersville and 
Rushville were not hard pressed to capture 
the afternoon games, Connersville trimming 
Batesville by a 36-17 score and Rushville 
marking up a 29-16 victory over Aurora . The 
Spartans won over Rushville in the evening. 
1932 — The most exciting of all Rushville 
regionals. Dusky Joe Craig of Connersville 
sank a long shot from midfloor just as the gun 
fired to give his team a 14-13 win over 
Rushville in the final game. 1931 — 
Richmond’s upset of Connersville featured 
this meet although Rushville downed the Red 
Devils in the finals. 1930 — After being hard 
pressed to take an 18-15 decision from 
Richmond in the afternoon, Connersville 
walloped Rushville in the titular game. 1929 
— In a rough ball game, Rushville defeated 
Connersville. 1928 — Although Connersville 
was a heavy favorite, Rushville staved them 
off and won the final tilt, 1927 — Rushville 
was an upset victim at Whitewater’s hands, 
25-22 in the afternoon and also won over 
Connersville in the evening. 1926 — Eight 
teams participated in Rushville’s first 
regional tourney with Aurora and North 
Vernon winning the right to represent the 
local meet in the state event.

television oo-operation had been 
outstanding.

The fear is that the chief 
Israeli and Arab combatants 
will reach a settlement which 
will arrange simply for resettle­ 
ment and compensation of 
refugees. 
Their hope is that for the first 
time in history a Palestinian 
state w il emerge from areas 
now held by Israel on the west 
bank of the Jordan Rivar, the 
Gaza strip and a part of the 
Golan Heights. 
Lending encouragement that 
some sort of peace can be 
restored to the Middle East 
after 25 years of conflict is the 
apparent 'willingness of moder­ 
ate Palestinian leaders to take 
part in peace talks—-a depar­ 
ture from their previous deter­ 
mination that Israel must be 
destroyed. 
Refugee Question 
By all parties, including the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, it is recognized that no 
Middle East peace can be 
achieved without settlement of 
the refugee question. 
Even with the easing of the 
previously 
uncompromising 
Arab position, the problem 
remains a complicated one. 
Israeli Premier Mrs. Golda 
Meir has declared repeatedly 
that Israel opposes the creation 
of a separate Palestinian state 
on the West Bank because it 
would be a spear pointed at 
Israel. 
Israel’s religious party also 
has declared opposition to it for 
reasons of religious history. 
Jordan’s King Hussein, claim­ 
ing tte right to' speak for all 
Palestinians, also opposes an 
independent Palestinian state. 
He has offered to set up an 
autonomous Palestina within a 
federate Jordan. 
Palestinian commando* led 
by Yasir Arafat hava declared 
themselves unalterably opposed 
both to Hussein’s plan and to 
any role for him as spokesman. 
Extermination of Israel 
Strongest opposition to' any 
compromise comes from the 
Marxist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. This is 
the 
organization 
that, 
has 
specialized in the hijacking of 
airliners. It continues to de­ 
mand extermination of Israel. 
Putting such question.» aside, 
the problem of the refugees 
t h e m s e I v e s is 'complicated 
enough. 
The number of Palestinians is 
uncertain but due to a highbirth 
rate is believed to he between 
2.5 and three million. At the 
end of the British m údate 
there were believed to be about 
a million living in. Palestine. 
Most abandoned their homes in 
the first Arab-Israeli war, 
leaving about 140,000 behind.

Others living in Leba­ 
non, Syria and. the Gaza Strip 
are, In effect, stateless persons 
subject to the whim of Arab 
governments. 
Upkeep of the refugees since 
1949 has cost the United 
Nations about $1 billion. Life in 
the camps has helped retain 
their identities and encouraged 
their turn toward violence.

A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN 
By Laura Brett anil Rev. Joseph Deigatto 


If you are a commuter caught 
in the gasoline shortage you. 
may be wondering how folks got 
around in the good old days. 
It wasn’t as difficult as you 
might think. In those long gone 
days they traveled from Rush- 
ville to Connersville or from 
Indianapolis to Shelbyviiie by 
the 
electric 
railway 
more 
commonly 
known 
as 
the 
In­ 
te rurfoan. 


Tht name was coined by the 
father of Hoosier Interurbans, 
Charles L. Henry who ran the 
first successful 
“trolley” bet­ 
ween Anderson and Alexandria 
on January 1, 1.898. The first 
all city run or “Urban” was 
run prior to this at Lafayette. 
After 
their 
introduction 
to 
America, Intorurban networks 
sprang up all over the nation. 
Indiana led the way with more 
system s than in any other state. 
Most of them were centered in 
and around Indianapolis where 
the first 'union traction, terminal 
in the nation was opened in 
1904. 'This was just four years 
after 
the 
first 
car 
of 
the 
Greenwood and 
Franklin line 
entered, the circle city... By 1910» 
more than 400 cars a day were 
entering and leaving the city. 


Many of these were “ Rush- 
ville Lim ited.” On September 
23, 1901, 'the Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati 
Traction 
Company 
w a s 
incorporated. 
Charles 
Henry of In ter urban fame was 
the 
organizer. 
Two 
Rushviile 
men served on the first board 
of directors; Claude Cambern 
and Will M. Frazee. On July 
.21, 1.904. Rushviile Mayor John 
M. Stevens drove the first spike 
for rails at the corner of Third 
and Julian streets and on June 
30, 1905, the first car of the 
Rushviile Division rolled over 
its tracks to the traction ter­ 
minal in the capítol city. 


The 
Rushviile 
Interurbans 
proved popular. The complete 
line ran from Cincinnati through: 
Rushviile 
to Indianapolis and 
passengers 
could 
change 
at 
Rushviile 
for 
Shelbyville 
and 
Connersville A tim etable dated 
February 1, 1924, show's hourly 
trains daily from Rush County’s 
eapitol 
to 
the 
state 
capitel 
There were fifteen, trains a day 
from Indianapolis to Rushviile 
and 
fourteen 
in 
the 
other 
direction. The trip from Rush­ 
viile to Indianapolis took about 
an hour and forty minutes, You 
could travel to Mauzy in eleven 
minutes 
and 
in 
seventeen 
minutes 
you 
could 
arrive in 
thriving Glenwood and it took 
thirty-eight minutes to reach the 
end of the line at Connersville 
Going toward 'the “ eapitol in a 
corn field” 
you 
could be 
in 
Arlington 
in 
fifteen 
minutes, 
Gwynneville in twenty-one, and 
Morristown could be reached in 
twenty-six 
minutes. 
The 
In­ 
terurbans 
also 
stopped 
at 
Reed ville 
(now 
Carolton 
or 
Finley; take your choice), New 
Palestine and a few places in 
Indianapolis before arriving at 
the traction terminal at Market 
and Illinois streets in downtown 
Indianapolis. 
The Interurbans did not forget 
freight. There was twenty-four 
hour 
service 
available 
from 
R u s h v i i l e 
to 
Louisville, 
Columbus, Ohio, Terre Haute, 
Dayton 
and 
other 
midwest 


cities. 
From the very beginning the 
Rushviile Division did a thriving 
business. One year alone. 1914. 
saw 1.367.312 passengers using 
the service. Its peak year for 
gross earnings saw the Rush­ 
viile 
Division 
earn $400.729.43 
for 
its 
owners. 
However 
the 
Interurbans 
did 
have 
their 
problems and after World War 
I the lines began to fail and 
cease 
operations. 
Accidents 
were frequent. One at Kings- 
land 
took 
forty-two 
lives, 
A u t o m o b i l e s 
took 
away 
passengers. 
Buses and trucks 
were 
stealing 
the 
freight 
business. But the greatest killer 
of Interurbans was probably the 
tendency of their organizers to 
overinvest and overexpand. The 
lines m ade money but all of 
the profits had to be applied 
t o 
company 
loans 
and 
stockholders 
got 
very 
little 
return on their investment. 
In 1927, C. L. Henry died and 
the company was reorganized. 
The 
receiver was 
Rushviile’s 
Will M 
Frazee. The company 
was sold to L. E. E astm an of 
Toledo, Ohio who reorganized 
the system . The older cars were 
replaced 
with 
modern 
cars 
requiring less 
manpower. But 
income could not keep up with 
outgo and on January 1. 1932 
t h e 
company 
discontinued 
operation and the last car ran 
from Rushviile to Indianapolis. 
The Interurbans of the Rush­ 
viile line were unique in the 
business. 
Where 
most 
com ­ 
panies used green wooden seats 
the Rushviile seats were of red 
plush. 
They 
m ust have been 
quite a sight as they traveled 
w est on third, stepping at the 
term inal at Third and Morgan 
whert the Public Library now 
stands. With the big "Rushviile 
Lim ited” painted on the front 
ends, they were quite an at­ 
traction as they rounded the 
corner 
onto 
Morgan 
moving 
toward 
Seventh 
where 
they 
would 
turn 
w est 
toward 
In­ 
dianapolis. In this day and age 
of the gas guzzling ear some 
folks long for their return, and 
who knows they might do that.

Last week we witnessed in the 
Gospel 
of 
John 
the 
com­ 
missioning 
of 
the 
Christian 
Church when Christ appeared 
to the disciples after his death. 
In the passages from the Acts 
which we read today we see 
in 
an 
equally 
miraculous 
fashion the actual, formation of 
the first Christian Church. 
It happened on the day of 
Pentecost, 
one 
of the 
three 
great festivals in Jerusalem to 
which every male Jew lived 
within a twenty mile radius was 
commanded 
to 
come. 
The 
festival also drew to Jerusalem 
many travellers from distant 
places, some of them converts 
to Judaism. The disciples were 
gathered 
together when sud- 
dently, according to the account 
in 
Acts, 
“ . Tongues, 
like 
tongues of lire, appeared to 
t h e m , 
which 
distributed 
themselves 
among them 
and

settled on each one of them,. 
And they were all filled with 
the Holy Spirit and began to 
speak in other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them the power of 
utterance. 
Speaking With Tongues 
What really took place here 
we do not know. Luke, author 
of Acts, was not an eye witness 
but 
merely 
incorporated the 
story into his narrative from 
an earlier oral tradition. It is 
hard 
to 
believe 
that 
the 
disciples suddenly spoke foreign 
languages they did not know, 
as the account specifies. What 
is 
more 
likely 
is 
that 
the 
disciples 
were 
overcome 
by 
religious ecstacy and began, to 
pour out unintelligible sounds. 
This 
was—and 
is 
today—the 
p h e n o m e n o n 
known 
as 
“ speaking with tongues.” It has 
been a familiar feature of the 
revival 
experience. 
The 
im­ 
portance of the manifestation 
among the disciples lay in the 
fact that they and the some 
3,000 people who on the same 
day 
joined 
them 
became 
a 
church by an act of the Holy 
Spirit. 


The Role of Prophecy 
While onlookers were arguing 
about 
whether 
the 
disciples 
were 
undergoing 
a 
valid 
religious 
experience 
or were 
merely drunk, Peter rose and 
delivered 
the 
first 
recorded 
church sermon,,. At the outset 
he declared the manifestation 
to be valid on the ground that 
it had been prophesied in the 
Old Testament by Joel: “ God 
declares, th at I will pour out 
my Spirit upon, ail flesh, and 
your sons and daughters will 
prophesy, and your young men 
shall see visions. . .* Today we 
w o u 1 d 
not 
consider 
Old 
Testament prophecy to be the 
final and ultimate verification 
of the presence of the Holy 
Spirit, but this account comes 
out 
of 
an 
entirely 
Jewish 
background in which the words 
of the 
prophets 
were 
given 
great 
weight. 
Christianity 
at 
this stage was still a Jewish, 
sect. As it spread to the Greek 
world and as it was interpreted, 
by Paul in* the coming years 
it would become more universal, 
in its theology. 
The Need for Repentence 
Peter 
then 
described 
the 
crucifixion 
of 
Jesus, 
em­ 
phasizing 
that 
his 
role 
as 
Messiah, had been foretold by 
David. He also made it plain 
that his hearers bore some of 
the responsibility for Christ’s 
death. When in. remorse they 
asked what they could do, Peter 
declared, “Repent, and let each 
of you be baptized in the name 
of Jesus Christ so that your sins 
may be forgiven and you will 
receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit. . ” 
In the call for repentence and 
baptism 
Peter 
was 
again 
following in a Jewish tradition. 
Repentence to him apparently 
meant 
p r i m a r i l y 
the 
acknowledgment of complicity 
in the crucifixion of Jesus. But 
at the same time he urged his 
hearers to “ separate yourselves 
from this crooked generation.” 
Thus the hearers were not only 
to do penance for a crime but 
were 
in 
some 
measure 
to 
rededicate 
their 
lives 
and 
consider themselves a people 
set apart for a higher destiny. 
So it was that the Christian 
Church began a life span which 


reaches down to our own day 
and 
will 
continue 
until 
the 
millenium. Although many of 
the details of what happened 
on that day of Pentecost are 
confusing, it is important for 
us to remember that everything 
began with a manifestation of 
the Holy Spirit.
